WASHINGTON. Oct. 19.—"Pigs i» 
igs," a humorous story published a 
ew years ago. was referred to today 
n the Supreme Court of the United 
tatea by the government aa an "au- 
nority" for Its argument In defense 
f the constitutionality "bf the so-call- 
d L'armack amendment to the Hep- 
um rate law. 
This amendment makes Initial car- 
iers of Interstate commerce liable for 
umages to or loss of freight during 
ransportation not only on* Its own line 
jut upon' the lines of connecting car- 
lers. It also prohibits contracts re- 
taslng the Initial carriers from this 
lability. 
The story of the delay In the trans- 


portation of the fc-ulnea pigs, until.at 
ast the attention of alt the officials 
>f the road was required to care for 
.he descendants of the original con- 
signment, was cited to Illustrate the 
public need for legislation making it 
easier for the shipper to recover for 
the loss of hie property or damages 
inflicted upon It.

The argument for the aiwer 


was made by William S. JCtnyon, as- 
sistant to the attorney general. 


"While It Is practically impossible 


for the shipper to locate the place of 
loss," said Kenyon, "tt is within the 
carrier's knowledge and easy for him 
lo dp so." 
Joseph R. Lamar of Augusta. Ga., 


counsel for the Atlantic Coast Line, 
contended that lhi> amendment inter- 
fered with the liberty of contract. The 
jhlpper who might desire to accept a 
lower rate in lieu of exemption to the 
carrier from liability, could not do 50. 


Justice White suggested that this 


very limitation might be a reason of 
public policy to sustain the law. 
The attorney dwelt at length on the 


point that the Initial carrier was liable 
for'the wrongs of the connecting car- 
rier over which it had no control.

Th« 'officials of the home 
and Deputy Coroner Braun have done 
what they ooultTto comfort her, how- 
eyer. informing her that dfeath from 
mercurial poisoning tnrough the pores 
of tlie^ealp Is unusual. 


"No blame for the child's death Is 


attached to any one," the deputy cor- 
oner said today, after he had made an 
'r.vestigatlon. 


"I had used tho substance on John's 


head before," Mm. MacFarland said. 
'It did not harm htm then, and I had 
no idea it would harm him this time." 


A physician In the Drexel Home ex- 


plained that thd mercury In the prep- 
aration used on the child's head had 
worked Its way through the pores of 
the scalp, entered the blood, and then 
carried to the kidneys. There it set up 
an Irritation that cauaed death after 
.he little fellow had aurrered terribly.
